Nothing can 
be done, but a touch there is, ſome crouch, ſu- 
perficiall, or vertual, immediate or mediate, 
Commis or eminus., open or priuie, and all 
come vnder rangere_. For itisnot Nolite fic 
#angere_ , touch not this way or that : but, 
Nolite tangere, touchnot aby way at all,ler 
nothing be done atall,to doe them hurt.
